Early Terre Haute Dentists Cured 
The Early Wabash Toothache 


IN THE BYGONE DAYS when 
Lit was not yet considered un- 
ethieal for professional people 
such as dentists to advertise in 
newspapers, we find the adver- 
ger tisements 
of Terre Haute's 
early dentists. 
The following 
advertisement 
was found in 
the Wabash 
Courier dated 
August 29, 1840: 
“The subscrib- 
er, W. D. Stone, 
feeling grateful 
for the liberal 
patronage he 
has already re- 
ceived from the 
citizens of Terre 
Haute and its 
. vicinity, informs 
A. R. MARKLE, them that he 
may still be seen at his office, 
next door to Dr. Daniel's office, 
where he continues to insert the 
latest mineral or porcelain teeth, 
from one to the entire set, on 
the most approved plan. Also, 
to attend to all other operations, 
in his profession, as extracting, 
plugging, cleansing, correcting ir- 
regularities, etc., as well as the 
curing of the various diseases 
arising from carous or dead 
teeth or roots, as scurvy, tumors 
of the gums, etc. He would re- 
mind parents of the necessity of 
having their children's teeth at 
tended to, and thus prevent the 
predisposition to early decay, and 
their irregularities after the jaw 
has become fully developed.” 

Two years later the following 
advertisement appeared in the 
Wabash Courier by the same den- 
tist: “W, D. Stone intends going 
east to spend the summer and 
persons wishing his services will 
soon call or it will be too late. All, 
who are indebted to him will 
please call and settle by cash or 
note. Persons having demands 
against him will present them.” 

In the Wabash Express of De- 
-cember 6, 1854, we find the follow- 
ing: “Dr. Warren is a regular 
graduate of the Baltimore Dental 
| College. His office is in Modesitt's | 
| Building. He performs all opera-| 
‘tions in dentistry in a careful and 
saisfactorv manner.” 


 Modesitt's Building was the next 
building east of the present Indois 
Hotel. i 

The following appeared-in the 
Terre Haute Daily Union of Janu- 
ary 21, 1858: “Dr. S. B. Smith 
does all styles of artificial work 
in the very best manner; is intro- 
| ducing the new and beautiful im- 
| provement known as ‘Blandy’s 
Cleoplastic Process.’ Gives partic- 
ular attention to diseases of the 
mouth and gums; regulates de- 
formities, and performs all other 
operations in his profession. Pre- 
pares a superior tooth powder and 
keeps on hand the best dental 
Soaps and brushes." 


Two other dentists, Joseph Rich- 
ardson and C. O. Lincoln, began 
practicing here in the 1860's, 


Other Practioners. 


Joseph Richardson was born in 
Columbiana county, Ohio, in 1824. 
He received a classical education 
during his early life, and chose 
the medical as his profession, He 
took a course at the Ohio Medical 
College in 1847-48, after which he 
practiced for five or six years, | 
and then began the study of den- 
tistry. In 1853 he graduated at 
the Ohio Dental College of Cin- 
cinnati, in which college he was 
appointed to fill the chair of me- 
chanical dentistry, a position that 
he held for about six years, though | 
during this time he also pursued | 

the study of medicine, and in 1854 | 

became a graduate of the Miami 
Medical College. In 1858 he went 
back and graduated at the Ohio 
Medical College. During the time 
that he was occupying the chair 
of mechanical dentistry in the 
Ohio College of Dental Surgery he 
wrote Richardson’s “Practical 
Treatise on Mechanical Dentis- 
try,” a work that was used as a 
text-book in United States and 
European dental colleges. It was 
also translated into the German 
language. Dr. Richardson’s office) 
was located at 314% Ohio street. | 
He died August 30, 1889. 
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Another dentist who began prac- | 


ticing here in the 1860's was Dr. 
Robert Van Valzah. He was born 
April 9, 1843, the son of William 
Van Valzah in Lewisburgh, Pa. 
In 1861 he began the study of 
dentistry, and in 1863 he entered 
the Union army during the re- 
bellion of 1861-65. He enlisted in 
Co. A, 28th Pennsylvania Volun- 
teer Infantry. His officers were 
Capt. T. R. Jones and Col. Cham- 
berlain, In the spring of 1864, he 
"became a resident of Terre 
Haute. In June, 1879, when the. 
Indiana State Dental College of 
Indianapolis was organized, he 
was appointed clinical instructor. 
He was also first vice president 
of the Indiana State Dental 
Association, His office was lo- 
cated in the Naylor Opera House 
at the corner of Fourth and Main 


streets after its completion in | 


1870. He died October 23, 1892. 
Other dentists who were prac- 
ticing here in the late 1860’s were 
|J. V. Honer, D. M. Weld, and 
iP. B. Price. 4 
Dr. L. H. Bartholomew came 
to Terre Haute in 1866 at which 
time he opened his dental office 
here. In February of 1879 Dr. 
W. H. Hall became associated 
with him and their offices were 
located at 523 Main street. | 
As the population increased, 
‘there became a greater need for 
dentists; other dentists who came 
here in the early 1870’s were 
SS. D. Shields and W. E. Rosseter. 
Dr. Shield's office was located at 
119 Main street and Dr. Rosseter 
had his office at the southeast 
corner of Main and Sixth street. 
S. C. Richardson, dentist and 
physician, of 111 North Fourth 
street, came here from. Coles 
‘county, Illinois, in 1870. Besides 
being a dentist, he also graduated 
from the Physio-Medical College 
of Cincinnati, Ohio.

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In the bygone days when it was not yet considered unethical 
for professional people such es dentists to advertise in newspapers, 
we find the advertisements of Terre Haute's early dentists. The 
following advertisement was found in the Wabesh Courier dated August 29, 
1940: "The subscriber, 5. D. Stone, feeling grateful for the liberal 
patronage he has already received from the citizens of Terre Haute 
and its vicinity, informs them that he mey still be seen at his 
office, next door to Dr. Daniel's office, where he continues to 
insert the latest mineral or porcelain teeth, from one to the entire 
set, on the most approved plan. Also, to attend to all other 
oyerations in his profession, as extracting, plugging, cleansing, 
correcting irregulerities, etc., as wall as the curing of the various 
diseases arising from the carous or deed teeth or roots, as scurvy, 
tumors cf the gums, etc. He would remind parents of the necessity 
of having their children's teeth attended to, and thus prevent the 
predisposition to early decay, end their irregularities "9 
jaw has become fully developed." 

Two years later the following advertisement appeered in the Wabash 
Courier by the same dentist: "W, D. Stone intends going enst to spend 
the summer and persons wishing his services will soon call or 1t will 
be too late. All who are indebted to hir will please call end settle 
by cast or note, Persons having demands egainst him will present 
them," 

in the Wabesh Express of December 6, 1854, we find the followings 
"Dr, Warren is a regular greduate of the Baltimore Dental College. His 
office is in Modesitt's Building, the next building east of the present 
Indois Hotel. He performs all operations in denistry in & careful 


end satisfactory manner,"

The following appeared in the Terre Haute Daily Union of January 21, 
1858: "Dr. S. B. Smith does all styles of artificial work in the 
very best menner; is introducing the new and beaufiful improvement 
known as 'Blendy's Cleoplestic Process.' Gives particular attention 
to diseases of the mouth and gums; regulates deformities, and performs 
all other operations in his profession. Prepares a superior tooth 
powder and keeps on hand the best dental soaps end brushes." 

Tro other dentists, Joseph Richardson and C. O., Lincoln, began 
precticing here in the 1860's. 

Joserh Richardson was born in Columbiana county, Ohio, in 1824. 

He received a classical education during his early life, and chose 
the medical as his profession, He took a course et the Ohio Medical 
College in 1247-48, after which he practiced for five or six years 
and then began the study of dentistry. In 1853 he graduated at the 


Ohio Dental College, of Cincinnati, in which college he wes appointed 


to fill the chair of mechanical dentistry, a position that he held 
for about six gears, though during this time he also prosecuted his 
study of medicine, end in 1854 became a graduate of the Miami Medical 
College, In 1858 he went back and gredusted at the Ohio Medical College, 
During the time that he wes occupying the chair of mechenical dentistry 
in the Ohio College of Dental Surgery he wrote Richardson's "Practical 
Trea$ise on Mechanical Dentistry," a work thet wes used ss a text-book 
in United States end European dental colleges. It was also translated 
into the German language. Dr. Richardson's office was located at 
314% Ohio Street. He died August 30, 1889. 

Another dentist who began practicing here in the 1860's was Dr. 
Robert Van Valzsh. He was born April 9, 1843, the son of William Van 


Velzah in Lewisburgh, Pa. In 1861 he began the study of dentistry, end

in 1863 he entered the Union army during the rebellion of 1861-65. 

He enlisted in Co, A, 28th Pennsylvania Veier Infantry. His 
officers were Capt, T. R. Jones and Col, Chamberlain. In the spring 
of 1864 he beceme a resident of Terre Heute, In June, 1879, when the 
Indiana Stete Dental College of Indianapolis was organized, he was 
appointed clinicel instructor. He was also first vice-president 

of the Indiena State Dental Association. His office wes located 

in the Neylor Opera Eouse at the corner of Fourth and Main Streets 
after its completion in 1870. He died on October 23, 1897. 

Other dentists who were practicing here in the late 1860's were 
de V. Honer, D. Me Weld, and P, B, Price, 

Dr. L.e HE. Partholomew came to Terre Haute in 1866 at which time 
he opened his dental office here, In February of 1879 Dr, W. H, Hall 
became associated with hir and their offices were looeted at 523 
Main Street. 

As the population increesed, there became a greater need for dentists; 
other dentists who came here in the early 1870's were S, D. Shields 
and T, E. Rosseter, Dr. Shields office was located 119 Main Street 
and Dr. Rosseter had his office at the southeast corner of Main end 
Sixth Street. 

5. C. Richardson, dentist end physician, of 111 North Fourth Street, 
came here from Coles county, Illinois, in 1870. Besides being a dentist, 
he also graduated from the Physio-Medical College of Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Three other dentists who began practice here in the late 1270's were 
P. A. Ames, W. H. Hall, end O. E. Wilde. Dr. Ames had his office at 
4074 Mein while Dr. Wilde's office was at 6264 Main Street. Dr. Hall 
began practicing denistry with Dr. Bertbolomew but in 1885 had his own

Dr. F. G. Bledsoe had his office at 308 South Twelfth Street; 
Dr, G, V. Loomis's office was located at 194 South Sixth Street; at 
Room 26 in the Beach Block was the office of Dr, E. Å.

Doctors Bledsoe, Loomis, snd Gillett began their prectice here in 
the eighties. Other dentists who practiced here in the eighties 
were Dr. J. He Beeson, 4304 Wabash Avenue, Dr. Gochenour, 1014 North 
Fourth Street, and Br.

Dr. Fugene A. Dumont began his practice here in 1890 et 1216 
wabesh Avenue, In 1891 Dr, Clarence F, Williems tegan his practice 
of cenistry here.

The family was established in Kentucky as the result of the patriotic service 
performed by Dr. Rice's great-grandfather, who was one of seven brothers 
who received a tract of lend in that state from the infant republic as a 
reward for the soldierly qualities displayed by him in the Revolutionary war. 
The Doctor's mother was Jane Gowans, whosfather was a native of Scotland. 
Until he was twelve years of age Dr. hice attended the village schools 
of his native place, after which he pursued a course of four years in the 
Louisville Training School for Boys. He received his professional education 
in the dental department of the Central University of Kentucky, from which 
he graduated in 1897.

Capt. Thomas Carter and Elizabeth C. (Fish) Williams. His parents are 


also both natives of the Hoosier state, the father being born Oct. 14, 4838, 


and the mother, July 7, 1840. 


Dr. Williams attended the high school at Sullivan, Indiana, and Terre 


Haute, and then entered the dental office of Dr. Robert Van Valzah, who 


was one of Indiana's most prominent dentists. After three years' office 


work he entered the dental cepartment of the University of Indianapolis, 
from which he received his degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery in 1891. 


Immediately afterward he located st Terre Haute, and has been a progressive 


figure in all that relates to his profession and citizenship. He is an 


active member of both the Indiana and the Western Indiana Dental societies, 
and is also a member of the board of trustees of the Indiana State Dental 


Association. Brief reference has been made to the importance of his 


fraternal relations.

The Early Wabash Toothache 


IN THE BYGONE DAYS when 
Kit was not yet considered un- 
ethical for professional people 
| Such as dentists to advertise in 
| newspapers, we find the adver- 
tisements 
of Terre Haute's 
'early dentists. 
The following 
advertisement 
was found in 
the Wabash 
Courier dated 
August 29, 1840: 
*The  subscrib- 
er, W. D. Stone, 
feeling grateful 
for the liberal 
patronage he 
has already re- 
ceived from the 
citizens of Terre 
: Haute and its 

vicinity, informs 
A. R. MARKLE, them that he 
may still be seen at his office, 
next door to Dr. Daniel's office, 
where he continues to insert the 
latest mineral or porcelain teeth, 
from one to the entire set, on 
the most approved plan. Also, 
to attend to all other operations 
in his profession, as extracting, 
plugging, cleansing, correcting ir- 
regularities, etc., as well as the 
curing of the various diseases 
larising from carous or dead 
teeth or roots, as scurvy, tumors 
of the gums, ete. He would re- 
mind parents of the necessity of 
having their children’s teeth at- 
tended to, and thus prevent the 
predisposition to early decay, and 


their irregularities after the jaw |, 


ias become fully developed.” 
Two years later the following 
advertisement appeared in the 
Wabash Courier by the same den- 
tist: “W, D. Stone intends going 
east to spend the summer and 
persons wishing his services will 
soon call or it will be too late. All 
who are indebted to him will 
please call and settle by cash or 
note. Persons having demand 
against him will present them." | 

In the Wabash Express of De 
cember 6, 1854, we find the follow 
ing: “Dr. Warren is a regula! 
graduate of the Baltimore Denta 
College. His office is in Modesitt’s 
Building. He performs all opera: 
i tions in dentistry in a careful and 
saisfactory manner."
